WHAT ORGANIZED LABOR IN ENGLAND THINKS. 


That the workers of at least one of the warring nations are not 
as thoroughly in aecord with ‘‘the red ruin of war,’’ which is ngne of 
their seeking, as the government press bureaus would have us be- 
lieve, is wéll demonstrated by the following ‘‘Manifesto to the Un- 
employed,’’ issued by the Finchley and Distriet Tradés and Labor 
Council, the central organized labor body of a portion of London: 

“Demand that your children shall be fed at school. It is no 
longer a charity; it is now a right, just as free education is, They 
are entitled to three means each day, including Saturdays and Sun- 
days. Childrep under school age edn also be fed; send them, too. 
It is your duty to your children, Let, your children know it is not 
charity, but a right. Inform the headmaster or headmistress of the 
school your children attend that, you desire them to be fed. If you 
have any difficulty let us know at once. 

‘So long as unemployed directly or indirectly through the war, 
or so long as your earnings are only sufficient to provide you and 
your dependents with food, let rent wait. The landlord can not now 
harm you. He can not take your goods or sell you up; he can not 
turn you out. An act of parliament just passed stops him. Also, 
in the same circumstances, pay no hire purchase, installments or tally- 
men No matter what the agreement says, the goods can not be taken 
away. Don’t worry about your debts incurred before the war; let 
them wait. ‘ 

‘*Never forget that food; clothing, et¢., for yourself and depend- 
ents must be the first charge on what you may receive; if necessary 
let all else wait. 

“‘Remember, fellow worker, this red ruin of war is none of your 
seeking ; and understand always that it is more dishonorable for you 
are entitled to three meals each day, including Saturdays and Sun- 
than to demand work and assistance. 

Work is your right; food is the right of you and your depend- 
ents. To ask for them is not asking for charity. Understand that, 
and demand them both.’’
